The PSSA will decide today 
whether or not to invite South 
African Ambassador Glenn 
Babb to speak at McGill. 

PSSA President Suzanne 
Mehmet says the PSSA Ex- 
ecutive is ‘‘divided’’ on the con- 
troversial issue. 

‘I’m torn,’’? said Mehmet. 
“My first reaction is to protect 
free speech, but there are incon- 
sistencies. 

“If campus is boycotting 
South African products and the 
university has decided to divest, 
there’s a problem with us in- 
viting the ambassador,’’ she 
said, 

But PSSA Vice President Ian - 
Simmons told the Daily Friday 
that the PSSA feels he will be a

MSS may hike fees 


with constitution

If. the new McGill Students 
Society (MSS) constitution 
passes through council.in its 
present form, it could mean a 
340 per cent increase in fees 
paid by additional session 
students in the faculty of 
graduate studies. _ 

“I believe that it is from un- 
fortunate neglect that part-time 
graduates and additional ses- 
sion students never got fee in- 
creases,’’ MSS President James 
Green said. ‘‘At this point 
they’re paying too little.’’ 

According to the draft of the 
constitution, presented to coun- 
cil last Tuesday, graduate 
students will pay MSS 75 per 
cent 
undergraduates, while part-time 
undergraduates and additional 
session students will pay 37.5 
per cént. 

“We calculated percentages 
of what full-time grads now 
pay,’’ Green said, ‘‘and we 
rounded it up to 75 per cent. We 


decided that because at present 


part time graduates pay half of 
full time graduates, that they 
should continue doing so.’ 

‘fAll the figures are 
arbitrary,’’ Green said, ‘‘these 
just seemed the best. 

“Over the summer,’’ he com- 
mented, ‘‘these percentages 
were okayed. It seems that

PGSS (Post Graduate Students’ 
Society) is disagreeing internally 
about it. If they don’t want do 
do it, we won’t do it. If PGSS 
didn’t agree we would have to 
run a referendum of. those con- 
cerned,”’ 

On Friday, the. Constitution 
Committee chose to change the 
percentage paid by full-time 
graduate from 75 per cent to 
72.5 per cent. 

‘There was initially an in- 
crease of $1.90 per student per 
term for full-time graduate 
students, but we changed that to 
reflect the status quo,’’ said 
Darron Westman, Club 
Representative to Council and 
member of Constitution Com- 
mittee. 

Graduate Representative to 
the Board of Governors and 
Senate, Ramesh Singhal, 
disagreed with the manner in 
which MSS was increasing 
graduate student fees. 

According to Singhal, MSS 
would first have to negotiate a 
fee increase with PGSS, and 
then a referendum would have 
to be held amongst’ graduate 
students asking if they sup- 
ported the increase. 

‘‘Pérsonally, I do not think 
that there should be a change in 
additional session fees unless it 
is voted on by additional session 
students,”’ ‘commented

Anti-abortionist Lorijo 
Nerad called abortion ‘‘a tool to 
keep women stupid,’’ in a 


- speech to some 50 students at 


McGill last Tuesday. 

Nerad, International Presi- 
dent of the Christian organisa- 
tion Women Exploited By 


= Abortion (WEBA), described 


herself as ‘‘a wife and mother 
and proud of it.’’ 

She spoke on the ‘Lies of 
Abortion’ before a largely ‘pro- 
life’ audience. 

Married at 16-and pregnant 
with a third child by 18, Nerad 
recounted how she was 
pressured into an abortion by 


hospital and social workers. - 


“You get dehumanized real 
quick by being on welfare,” she 
said. 

**It was a botched abortion,”’ 

said Nerad. ‘‘Legal or illegal, 
they still screw up women and 
kill babies. ..(and) take away the 
natural rights of women.’’ 
Nerad called thearaputic abor- 
tions unsafe, and said techni- 
ques have not changed in 50 
years, 
Nerad claimed abortion has 
long term health risks, including 
cervical cancer — a statement 
with no medical backing. She 
refused to debate whether abor- 
tion was right or wrong. 


Members of the audience 


favoring freedom of choice on. 


abortion condemned conditions 
which forced Nerad to have an 
unwanted abortion, but denied 
that abortion was the problem. 
“We need better resources for 
women — birth control that is 


safe, effective and available,’ : 


said one. ‘In an ideal world, 
women would not need abor- 
tion, but until then, we need to 
provide women with informed 
choices.’’ 

WEBA advocates a boycott 
of Upjohn corporation, a 
manufacturer of prostoglandin 
which is used in abortions.

A gun to our heads 


This is another tale of another student government trying to destroy another student 
newspaper. Feuding between student councils and the student newspapers which write about 
them honestly are all too common. | 

Last Tuesday, the MSS council passed a motion that a “‘special joint committee of Coun- 
cil and the McGill Daily be struck to negotiate changes in the constitution and bylaws of the 
McGill Daily.’ This committee shall be composed of two Daily staff members and three 
councillors, including MSS President James Green. 

The committee, which has not met yet, has only one week of the two allotted by the mo- 
tion, to come up with constitutional and bylaw changes to the Daily Publications Society 
(publisher of the McGill Daily) Constitution. And, if its recommendations do not meet the 
approval of the Executive Committee of MSS — five people — MSS has vowed to ‘‘request 
the McGill University Senate and Board of Governors to strike a committee to draw up a 
new constitution for a democratically based, autonomous student newspaper that will 
replace the McGill Daily (our italics).’’ 

If Senate and the Board of Governors ever agreed to this proposal, the Daily would no 
longer exist. A student newspaper that may be called the Daily would exist with a constitu- 
tion that was written by non-students. 

However, to “‘replace’’ the Daily with a ‘‘democratically-based, autonomous student 
newspaper”’ is to replace the Daily with itself. ; 

The present Daily constitution was written by students and approved by an overwhelming 
majority in a campus-wide referendum in the academic year 1980-81, when the Daily went 


for autonomy from MSS. The Senate and Board of Governors of McGill also passed the 


DPS constitution. | 
The Daily is a democratic newspaper open to all students. This means any student cañ 

join the newspaper, become a voting staff member by doing six units of work (six published 
graphics, articles, photos or 12 hours of production), and take part in directing the editorial 
policy of the newspaper. There is no hierarchy of power; only of responsibility. This means 
that the Editor-in-Chief has the same voting power as a new voting staff member. All deci- 
sions that effect the editorial policy (i.e. what our Statement of Principles are) are made at 
general staff meetings held every Monday at 17h00 where each voting staff member has one 
vote and non-voting staff members always have speaking rights. | 

Unlike MSS, we have Student Initiated Referenda (SIR) procedures. This means any stu- 
dent who wishes to change the DPS constitution, may do so by presenting a question for 
referendum with at least 500 student signatures (not more than 20 per cent of them from one 
faculty), to the Board of Directors. Unless ruled unfair, unconstitutional, inappropriate, or 
uninterpretable by the Ghief Returning Officer and/or Judicial Committee, the question(s) 
go to ballot for student approval. If passed with 15 per cent quorum, the results are binding 
on the newspaper. | 


As well, students elect four representatives in campus-wide elections each March to the . 


DPS Board of Directors. They are representatives of the student body, and as such, are 
there to voice students’ concerns. À 

In effect, MSS is attempting to alter an a/ready democratic and autonomous organisa- 
tion. : 7 ; : ais 
} Our autonomy is an autonomy from MSS, which means that MSS has no right to in- 
terfere with our editorial policy, in short, the freedom of our press, We fought a two-year 
autonomy campaign from 1979 to 1981 due to MSS censorship of our content. 

It does seem a bit strange that MSS would want to replace an autonomous newspaper with 
another one by interfering with the autonomy of the one that already exists. 

Council is, by the passage of this motion, disguising its animosity towards the present 
‘editorial policies of the Daily by recommending constitutional change questions that will in- 
terfere with our editorial autonomy, while they pay lip-service to the principle of having an 
“‘autonomous’’ newspaper on campus. 

- Meanwhile, the procedure for changing the editorial policy of the Daily already exists. 
‘And these avenues of change have not yet been tried, much less exhausted. 
| This motion is, in reality, connected to rent negotiations in which the Daily and MSS are 
presently embroiled. Our agreement with MSS over our present office space expires this 
May. Although we have always paid a nominal fee of $1.00 per year since 1981, MSS has 
| already threatened us with the imposition of commercial rent ($35,000). Instead of calling 
| upon the newspaper to pay commercial rent for its present office space in the Union 
Building, Green is now-demanding that the Board of Directors of the DPS appoint the 
: Editor-in-Chief of the newspaper as well as direct its editorial policy, among other things. If 
‘we don't agree to losing the freedom of our press, we may be charged a rent we cannot pay. 
MSS is holding us at ransom: Either we become an undemocratic organisation with no 
freedom to expose autocracy and corruption in student government, or we lose our office. 
Losing our office could endanger the very existence of the 75-year-old McGill Daily by 
‘violating our Letter of Agreement with the University which specifies that we must have an 
office on campus. : 42 | 

By passing this motion, the MSS Council has shown its determination to “‘replace’’ the 
Daily with a puppet newspaper — an insipid and uncritical newspaper which is prey to the 

whim of student bureaucrats. ; 

Council’s offer is like giving a condemned individual the choice between being burned

The Staff of the McGill Daily 
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MUC police see 
White and Black

Today’s police officer is supposed to be better trained, better educated and more 
open-minded. Few question this assumption. But racist views held by police of- 
ficers have yet to disappear. : 

As a former police technology student now in my second year at McGill, I hav 
worked in various security occupations, principally retail stores, over the past five 
years. When I have detained someone for shoplifting, I have often found police 
assume I am the criminal. 

Because of the location of the store, most of the shoplifters are White and mid- 
dle class. But as a Black, I have often had to convince the MUC officers that I was 
the security and not the thief. Customers often hold similar beliefs. Many times I 
have been summoned to an area where a Black was supposedly ripping off the 
store, only to find that the suspected thief was myself. 

When police hold such opinions of minority persons, the effect ranges from in- 
sult to police brutality, many cases of which have been reported in Montréal. The 
police, by virtue of their power in society, must possess an open mind. 

In 1985, the MUC police reduced the recruitment requirements from a three year 

CEGEP certificate programme to a basic CEGEP ‘DEC’ (Diplôme d’études col- 
légial). According to Jim Anderson, Director of John Abbott’s police technology 
programme, the changes are intended to reduce regimentation and permit a greater 
diversity of applicants. They did not result from a lack of qualified graduates. 
_ Police are now attempting to attract officers trained in computer and in social 
science, as well as members of visible minority groups who may not consider a 
police career. Anderson looks to the new recruits to improve police relations with 
minorities. | 

‘“Twenty year veterans are hard to change,’’ said Anderson. ‘Many officers 
come from small towns, where the the only impression they get of minorities is 
from television. Some kind of sensitization programme may be necessary.

said, 

Other approaches are being tried by police in Toronto and the RCMP. In Toron- 
to, special squads are assigned with officers who reflect the ethnic composition of 
the community. The RCMP have a Native Special Constable Programme, in which 
native officers are hired and trained to patrol their own reserves. 

An Official of the Black Community Council of Québec said he was optimistic 
that the new MUC police director has good intentions for improving racial rela- 
tions, but they are waiting for ‘‘concrete actions.’’ 

But until the MUC changes its reputation for racism, many potential recruits will 
hesitate to join, for fear of poor relations with collegues. Blacks already contend © 
with racist attitudes among civilians. For many, being Black is more important
